The  Change. 

The  Superintendent  was  unanimously 
reappointed  to  take  charge  of  the 
“Fourth  Ward  Mission,”  but  the  finan¬ 
cial  pressure  had  closed  some  institutions 
and  crippled  others.  All  were  filled  with 
apprehensions  for  the  future. 

It  was  urged  by  some  that  it  was  not 
prudent  to  continue  the  Mission,  and 
by  others  that  its  operations  be  greatly 
modified. 

Thus  no  prospect  was  left  but  to  turn 
away  many  “little  ones  ”  who  knew  not 
where  else  to  go  —  to  struggle  awhile 
amid  difficulties  which  he  could  not  sur¬ 
mount,  and  at  last  see  his  work  close  and 
his  little  flock  scattered. 

This  trial  was  too  great :  he  solemnly 
vowed  that  this  should  not  be — that  not 
one  child  of  want  should  be  turned 
away,  neither  would  he  go  in  debt. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Toles  said :  “  I  will  stand 
by  you  to  the  last,  and  give  all  I  have 
before  the  work  shall  be  abandoned  or  a 
child  turned  away.” 

Due  notice  of  the  change  was  given 
by  the  Board,  and  by  us. 

Because  of  this  change  of  re¬ 
sponsibility,  the  name  was  changed,  but 
not  the  work,  field,  nor  children. 

The  operations  ofi  the  Fourth  Ward 
Mission  have  ceased  —  the  building  is 
given  up,  and  the  children  are  under  our 
care . 


A  Walk  Through  the  Parish. 

In  less  than  400  yards  of  us  a] 
crowded,  into  cellars,  garrets,  and  bac 
places,  more  than  25,000  poor  peopl 
the  representatives  of  almost  “  evei 
nation  and  kindred  and  tongue!”  Then 
are  more  than  500  rum-holes,  more  tin 
450  houses  of  degradation,  over  1( 
low  sailor  boarding-houses,  more  tb£  ■ 
4000  children — no  Bible  nor  prayer  : 
the  Public  Schools. 

Here  are  found  the  juvenile  outcast 
bummers,  wharf-rats,  gutter-snipes,  ci 
der-wenches,  beggars  of  cold-victual  j 
street  sweepers,  boot-blacks,  news-boy 
and  a  host  of  Little  Wanderers,  whon 
young  hearts  are  filled  with  an  abidin 
gloom.  Over  4000  arrests  were  mac 
in  this  same  “  Parish”  in  one  year  ! ! 

Christian,  upon  this  great  “mor; 
maelstrom”  we  have  launched  our  “  lif 
boat.”  Blessed  be  the  name  of  tl 
Lord,  we  have  been  enabled  to  sa\ 
some. 

We  have  descended  into  this  dee] 
dark,  foul  pit.  Will  you  hold  on  to  thl 
windlass  ?  Will  you  send  down  suj 
plies  to  us  ?  Will  you  receive  into  yoi 
own  homes,  or  pay  the  expenses  < 
sending  to  a  home,  one  of  these  perisl 
ing  little  ones  ? 


Analyze  a  Single  Block. 

We  condense  the  report  of  Mr.  S.  I 
Halliclay  :  59  miserable  buildings,  occi 
pied  by  382  families,  in  which  are  81 
Irish,  218  Germans,  186  Italians,  18 
Polanders,  12  French,  9  English,  7  Pot 
tuguese,  2  Welsh,  39  Negroes,  and  1 
Americans.  Total,  1520. 

Of  these,  113  are  Protestants,  28 
Jews,  and  1062  Catholics. 

Of  the  614  children,  but  166  attern 
any  school.  Of  the  906  adults,  605  cai 
neither  read  nor  write  ! 

There  are  about  50  degraded  women 
but  not  one  of  them  an  American. 

In  this  block  are  33  undergroum 
tenements,  the  most  of  which  are  fron 
8  to  10  feet  below  the  sidewalk. 

There  are  twenty  grog-shops.  On< 
Sabbath  a  gentleman  counted,  for  fiv< 
hours,  the  number  of  persons  who  weni 
into  but  two  of  them.  There  were  45( 
men,  445  women,  82  boys,  and  68  girls 
Total,  1054  persons. 


Walk  On,

And  you  will  find,  in  five  blocks,  305  bouses,  in  which  are  116  grog-shops,  13t 
underground  tenements.  In  these  dwellings  are  7213  persons,  of  whom  297C 
adults  can  neither  read  nor  write;  180  of  the  women  are  degraded.  They  re' 
present  12  nations;  4898  are  Irish,  ando  948  are  Catholics. 
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Zion’s  Pilgrim. 

(  Our  missionary  found,  in  a  miserable 
(attic,  the  mother  of  one  of  our  children. 
She  was  lying  upon  the  floor,  with  a 
babe  five  weeks  old.  Both  were  sick, 
and  covered  with  a  piece  of  carpet. 

In  that  home  was  neither  bench,  chair, 
bed,  table,  food,  nor  fire  ! 

He  returned  to  the  Home,  and,  filling 
a  basket,  went  back  to  supply  her  wants. 
As  he  felt  his  way  up  the  dark  stairways, 
he  heard  a  child  singing  as  merrily  as  a 
spring  bird.  When  he  came  to  the  door 
he  paused,  and  then  recognized  the  voice 
of  little  Johnny,  singing  to  his  poor  sick 
mother  : 

ft  “A  few  more  days,  or  weeks,  or  years, 
t'  In  this  dark  desert  to  complain, 

A  few  more  sighs,  a  few  more  tears, 

And  we  shall  bid  adieu  to  pain.”

There  lay  that  poor,  helpless  mother, 
Apparently  forgetful  of  her  poverty  ;  her 
heart  moved,  as  only  a  mother’s  can  be, 
by  the  encouraging  words  of  her  almost 
rangel  boy. 

“  Who  will  give  Johnny  a  pair  of  shoes, 
cor  provide  food  for  them,  or  give  a  piece 
aof  bedding  for  the  mother,  or  something 
afor  the  baby  ?  As  you  sing  the  piece 
“Zion's  Pilgrim ,”  think  of  them.

a  We  called  upon  a  lady  who  said  :  “My 
vson  wishes  to  see  yon,”  and  called  him 
ain.  “Here,  said  the  noble  boy,  handing 
nus  twenty-five  cents  ;  “  my  father  gave 
hme  this  to  buy  fire  crackers,  but  I  told 
mother  that  I  would  rather  give  it  to 
vbuy  bread  for  your  children.” 

0  A  father  gave  his  two  sons  each  two 
dollars  to  purchase  skates.  They  brought 
^the  money,  and  offered  it  to  the  Mission. 
^Fearing  the  boys  would  afterward  re 
•gret  the  act,  we  urged  them  to  retain 
one  half;  but  they  refused,  and  would 
^not  be  satisfied  till  they  had  made  the 
sacrifice. 

A  little  girl  gave  a  beautiful  dress, 
aand  afterward,  on  a  visit  to  the  city, 
came  in  to  see  us.  Almost  the  first 
^tiling  she  saw  was  her  dress  upon  a 
7pretty  little  girl,  and  she  danced  for 
?<joy  at  the  sight.

Toward  the  Home  for  the  Friendless,  an 
other  kindred  Institutions,  we  have  cherishe 
the  kindest  feeling  —  rejoicing  in  their  sue 
cess — ever  making  the  kindest  and  mos 
honorable  mention  of  them  — pursuing  tb 
course  indicated  in  this  letter. 

We  have  carefully  observed  the  “Golde  I 
Rule”  with  reference  to  them,  and  intend  t  1 
continue  thus  to  act,  deeply  regretting  an 
misapprehension  on  the  part  of  any  one,  an 
ever  ready  to  correct  any  mistakes  which  ma; 
be  made.

The  undersigned  have  seen  with  surpris 
that  a  writer  from  a  neighboring  town  ha 
stated  in  the  Advocate  and  Guardian,  tha 
Rev.  W.  C.  Van  Meter  “presented  the  claiip 
of  the  ‘  Home  for  the  Friendless,’  in  ou 
churches,  and  obtained  a  collection  of  $12 
for  his  Home  family,”  etc. 

Mr.  Van  Meter  is  certainly  not  in  fault  fo 
that  writer’s  confounding  the  Howard  ftlissioi 
and  Home  for  Little  Wanderers,  with  am 
other  society,  as  the  object  of  our  collections 
as  by  frequent  statements,  numerous  notices 
and  a  general  scattering  of  handbills  througl 
our  churches  and  community,  he  made  hi 
object  unmistakably  and  memorably  distinct 
discriminating  between  it  and  the  other  simila 
enterprises  in  New-York,  of  which  he  madi 
honorable  mention. 

In  justice  to  him  and  his  work  of  laboriou: 
beneficence,  we  wish  the  above-mentione( 
unguarded  and  injurious  statement  may  b< 
corrected,  deeply  regretting  that  it  has  beer 
made.

Of  the  remaining,  2237,  74  were  va¬ 
grants,  105  thieves,  and  845  degraded 
women,  leaving  but  1213  for  other  oc 
cupations  !  If  the  members  of  Christian 
churches  in  the  city  would  drink  no 
rum,  and  unite  against  the  sale  of  it,  it 
would  be  banished  in  less  than  twelve 
months.  It  is  a  greater  evil,  and  causes 
infinitely  more  sorrow  than  the  un¬ 
natural  and  cruel  rebellion  in  the  South, 
and  ought  to  be  crushed  out.  Moral 
suasion  has  been  tried  too  long.  Down 
with  rumsellers  and  traitors ,  wherever 
found  !  ! 


A  Noble  Charity. 

“The  New- York  Association  for  Im¬ 
proving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor” 
is  the  most  extensive  charitable  institu¬ 
tion  in  the  city.

x  the  ‘5th  of  December,  1859,  the 
erintendent  commenced  his  work  in 
Fourth  V>  ard.  Over  forty  were  re- 
!3d  the  first  day.  The  second  day 
aurnber  increased  to  ninety-one,  and 


before  the  close  of  the  third  week  tk& 
number  received  was  two  hundred  and 
twenty-seven  !  The  whole  number  re¬ 
ceived  up  to  this  time  is  about  fifteen 
hundred. 
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Children  of  the  Street. 

There  are  in  this  city  about  40,000 

children  between  fire  and  sixteen  years 

%/ 

of  age,  without  the  advantages  of  moral 
and  mental  culture,  growing  up  in  ig¬ 
norance,  idleness,  and  depravity.  In 
spite  of  all  that  has  been  done  to  save 
them,  the  number  has  increased,  in  ten 
years,  from  9000  to  40,000,  with  the  pros¬ 
pect  of  a  further  increase  in  the  same 
ratio. 

Sabbath-schools  and  boys’  meetings 
are  good,  but  they  do  not  reform  the 
parents  ;  and  unless  they  discharge  their 
duties,  the  children  will  go  to  destruction. 

The  city  must  become  the  guardians 
of  all  such  neglected  or  uncontrolled 
Little  Wanderers,  and  remove  them 
from  the  control  and  influence  of  un¬ 
faithful  and  inefficient  parents.  We  see 
no  other  way  to  save  them. 


FAC  TS. 

New-York  City  is  the  great  alms¬ 
house  for  the  poor  of  Ml  nations. 

During  the  time  the  population  of  the 
State  increased  61  per  cent,  pauperism 
increased  706  per  cent. 

Of  the  1632  recently  committed  to  the 
city  prisons,  1180  were  born  in  Ireland. 

About  80  per  cent  of  the  pauperism  of 
the  State  is  of  foreign  birth,  and  two 
thirds  of  these  are  cared  for  in  the  city. 

Of  the  32,172  persons  committed  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  few  months,  30,200  were 
intemperate. 

More  than  50,000  children  in  the  city 
never  enter  school. 

There  is  not  room  in  the  churches  for 
one  fourth  of  the  population. 

More  than  half  the  children  of  the 
city  never  go  to  Sabbath  school. 

In  the  lower  wards  of  the  city  is  a 
population  of  about  100,000,  with  less 
than  twenty  places  of  Protestant  wor¬ 
ship,  attended  by  less  than  10,000  child¬ 
ren  and  adults.
